EOP ROS 


130 Killed and Hundreds 
Wounded in Bitter 
Fighting. 


Mexico, City, September 24.—(#)— 
Press dispatches today from the state 
of Vera Cruz, where the first serious 
fighting of the rebellion last spring 
broke out, told of serious clashes in 
connection with the municipal elec- 
tions of last “Sunday. | 

The correspondent of La Prensa. at 
Jalapa, the capital, placed the casual- 
ties at 130 dead and several hundred 
wounded. Other newspapers told of 
violent encounters in Orizababa, Cor- 


doba and the city of Vera Cruz, but 
made no attempt to estimate 
casualties, 

Pitched battles were said to have 
developed around election booths in 
Vera Cruz and some of them changed 
hands several times at the point of 
revolvers, Cordoba dispatches said ri- 
val political groups used stones, clubs, 
pistols and knives to settle their dis- 
putes, Several fights of minor propor- 
tions occurred in other cities and 
towns, 

Cordoba dispatches to El Universal 
Grafico said the series of clashes there 
caused numerous deaths and that the 
elections could not be carried out be- 
cause al] polling places were held by 
one party or the other and their oppo- 
nents did not dare to appear. 

Women participated in the fighting, 
several ‘of them being killed and 
wounded. Jose Solis, formerly secre- 
tary of the Workers’ Federation of 
Cordoba, was gravely wounded. 

Reports of discontent over the po- 
litical situation in Vera Cruz had 
drifted into this capital seme time 
prior to the elections. Opponents of 
Governor Adalberto Tejeda complained 
that he was seeking to install com- 
munist administrations in cities and 


towns and to oust administrations 


| which had remained loyal to the gov- 


ernment in the spring insurrection. 
The governor, who during the revo- 
lution refused to join the rebels and 
barely escaped from Vera Cruz with 
his life, said that these charges were 
ridiculous. although he is generally 
credited with communistie tendencies. 
The political situation is exactly the 
contrary in the’ state of Durango, 
where Governor Benitez Terrones, an 
avowed enemy of communism, is wag- 
ing a bitter campaign against it. Com- 
plaints from communists have come to 
the capital as regularly from Durango 
as complaints from anti-communists 
flow in from Vera Cruz. 
Acting Secretary of the Interior 
Canales said tonight he had no con- 
firmation of the newspaper estimates 
of casualties in Vera Cruz but was 
inclined to think them exaggerated.

At Geneva Arms Parley 


Letter Declaring Secret 
British Document Given 


U.S. by Expert Lobbyist 
Read Into Record. 


Washington, September 24.—(4)—A 
letter in which William B. Shearer 
he had given the navy a secret 
British document at a critical stage 
in the senate debate last winter over 
the 15-cruiser bill, was placed today 
in the record of the senate committee 
investigating his connections.

“Mr. Alexander’s comment upon the 
Decatur meeting is an insult to the 
integrity and intelligence of those 
splendid citizens who compo the 
gathering. It is but another effort 
on his part to gain personal advan- 
tage through misrepresentation of the 
facts. 

Entrance Fees. 

“In like manner he has misrepre- 
sented the facts as to the entrance 
fees required of the candidates. He 
knows, or ought to know, that the 
cost under the law must be paid by 
the candidates. If four candidates 
had entered, instead of two, the cost 
to each would have been cut in half. 

“Tf the district committee had fail- 
el to call a primary, there would 
have been 20 or more democratic can- 
didates and one prominent republic- 
an. Of course the republican would 
have won.

“The real reason Mr. Alexander 
failed to enter the primary is that 
he knew he could not win in a demo- 
cratic white contest.

Negroes Urged to Vote. 

“In this same issue of Ben Davis’ 
paper we find an article urging the 
negroes to register and vote. We also 
an article calling attention to 
the republican senators,- who face 
campaigns next year, and showing 
that in some states as many as 160,- 
000 negroes are qualified to vote. 
What does this mean? It means that 
the negro is welcoming the oppor- 
tunity offered him by the candidacy 
of Messrs. Alexander and Palmer, the 
twin independents, the men who pro- 
pose to wreck that bulwark of white 
control, the white primary. 

“Many of the older citizens have 
not forgotten the days of agony in 
the south which followed the surren- 
der of the immortal Lee.

Rich Moves To 
With Rules to Truck Drwers

In an effort to help relieve the 
much congested condition of Atlanta’s 
traffic, the management of Rich’s, Inc., 
which operates one of the largest 
fleets of trucks in the city, has com- 
piled a set of rules for their drivers, 
issuing strict orders for ‘their  ob- 
servance. 

Some of those familiar with the 
most pressing needs presented by the 
traffic problem in Atlanta feel that 
if other concerns operating large fleets 
of trucks would join in the move inau- 
gurated by Rich’s, the result would 
bring a material improvement in traf- 
fic conditions, especially in the more 
congested areas. 

The, management of Rich's _— fully 
realizes that the effect of this action 


will change the general situation little, 
but also it feels that the move is in 
the right direction. It was entirely a 
public spirited thought which prompt- 
ed the action on the part of the man- 
agement, 

It is also the Belief ‘of 
sponsible for the move that _ truck 
drivers in general frequently disre- 
gard the rights of drivers of lighter 
and faster passenger cars, eausing a 
great deal of ill feeling, and they hope 
to avoid any such impression so far 
as Rich’s trucks are concerned. 

Under the rules, street cars are to 


those re- 


be definitely given the right-of-way, 
and the delivery trucks are to be kept 
off the tracks so far as possible. It is 
believed that. the street cars should 
have the right-of-way because so many 
more .persons. rely on this method of 
transportation than any other. 

The drivers are also instructed never 
to park so that their vehicle protrudes 
into. the street and never to park 
double. This, it is poimted out, in- 
conveniences the public both in auto- 
mobile traffic and on the street cars. 

. Another of the rules is for the 
drivers, before starting from the store, 
to plan their routes so as to include 
the least congested streets and wher- 
ever possible to use streets that are 
not used by street cars. 

A general ruling is for the drivers 
to keep on their side of the road and 
to stay within the white lines in 
going around a curve. 

In order to keep a strict check on 
the drivers. the department store has 
asked the Georgia Power Company to 
report the license number of any of 
their trucks seen violating these regu- 
lations. 

That the spirit which prompted this 
move on the part of Rich’s will be 
generally appreciated by the public is 
little deubted by those who have 
learned of the action.

EYESTRAIN FROM A WEAKNESS 
OF THE BRAIN. 


If I were to describe how a weak- 
ness of the brain may be caused by 
eyestrain probably a lot of people se 
afflicted would take it seriously. But 
when I imply that eyestrain may de- 
pend on intellectual deficiency most 
people who are subject to eyestrain 
will scout the jdea. 


Nevertheless it can happen. 
cite instances. 

A machine shop foreman has to dis- 
cipline an employe who has been a 
first class workman. . It seems the 
employe has recently acquired the bad 
habit of watching his benchmate’s 
work too much and chattering with 
other men near by. The reason why 
the man takes his eyes and his atten- 
tion off his own work so often is that 
he is developing old sight (presbyopia, 
as doctors call it) a bit early in life. 
Close work puts rather a strain on 
his eyes, for it is more of an effort 
to focus them than it was when he 
was 30.. So, in order to rest his 
eyes, he takes them off the work as 
often as he can. It is a physiological 
urge for rest. Aside from a general 
sense of fatigue after a moderate day’s 
work, the man is not yet aware’ that 
his eyes are under any strain. He is 
unlikely to have any of the symptoms 
popes associated with eyestrain. 

Jnless he is unusually observant and 
notices that fine print is getting more 
difficult for him to read easily, or that 
he is holding it farther from his eyes 
than he formerly did, the man may 
fail to realize that he needs suitable 
glasses fitted by the optometrist or 
oculist to enable him to keep up his 
good record in the shop. : 

A young woman established a suc- 
cessful business as a public stenog- 
rapher, and then began to complain of, 
oh, never mind, symptoms that are 
usually not due to eyestrain. Routine 
treatment brought no appreciable re- 
lief. By chance a medical acquaint- 
ance noticed the awkward arrange- 
ment of the light in which she work- 
ed; the lamp bracket hung almost di- 
rectly in front and only a foot or so 
above her eyes. On the doetor’s sug- 
gestion she had the lamp placed sev- 
eral feet higher and two feet behind 
the plane of her field of vision as she 
sat at work. This gave better illumi- 
nation of the work and removed the 
glare of the lamp from the field of 
vision. In a short time the symptoms 
ceased to trouble her. Incidentally, ex- 
amination by the oculist, with the ac- 
commodation placed at rest by drops, 
showed only the usual degree of im- 
perfect vision and the young woman 
required no glasses. 

A great deal of 5 o’elock fatigue and 
irritability is due to faulty illumina- 
tion. The source of light should al- 
ways be well above and far enough be-

great and common mistake to have a 
bare, glaring lamp torturing the eyes: 
or, what is just as harmful if not so 
obvious, highly polished or glittering 
surfaces which reflect the glare direct- 
ly upon the worker’s eyes.

The inerease in gasoline 
attributed, in part, to the fact 
many automobile owners, anticipating 
the higher tax, filled their tanks and 
laid in an extra supply of gasoline. 
IKherosene sales, on the other hand, 
remained normal, 

It is estimated that the 6-cent tax 
will bring an annual revenue of $12.- 
HO00.000, or more than one million a 
month. 

In 1928. it was stated, a total of 
206,000,000 gations of gasoline were 
consumed in Georgia. This will in- 
erenase to 220,000,000 this year, it is 
thonght, and in 1930 aprpoximately 
230,000,000 gallons will be sold.

agriculture committee today that in- 


adequate storage facilities made _ the 
first impracticable and that sound 
business policy made a cautious loan 
program advisable. 

The committee hearing was held 
with a view toward reporting to the 
senate regarding confirmation of the 
farm board members. 

While Mr. Legge was the only 
member to submit to examination to- 
day. all members of the board were 
present in the committee room, pre- 
pared to take their turn on the wit- 
ness stand. 

Littl. verbal sharpshooting between 
Chairman Legge and members of the 
committee took place, but vromise of 
further penetrating questioning was 
seen in the direction to the chairman 
to appear again tomorrow with copies 
of speeches and statements ~-1de by 
him in which some members of the 
committee hold that he definitely 
pledged the b-ard again~' engaging 
in stabilization operations. 

Senator Brookhart, republican, 
Iowa, although not a members of the 
committee, used the privilege extend- 
ed him bv Chairman MeNarv to ask 
Legge why advisory committees had 
not been created as provided for in 
the farm relief act in order to sta- 
bilize wheat. The chairman replied 
that “‘jealousies’’ existed between the 
various organized wheat groups and 
that it was regarded as difficult to 
name an advisory body.

Pressed by committee members as 
to whether the board had any inten- 
tion of creating a stabilization cor- 
poration for wheat, Chairman Legge 
said one might be set up in time. 

“We can’t tell how long that will 
be,” he added. “We hope it may be 
next year.’ 

In response to questions from Sen- 
ator McNary, the chairman said noth- 
ing had been done to aid the exporta- 
tion of this year’s surplus except as 
loans made to co-operatives could be 
construed to consist of aid in this 
direction.

Indianapolis, Ind.; September 24.— 
(P)—Mrs. Ella Alexander Boole, pres- 
ident of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, today criticized several 
newspapers throughout the country be- 
cause, she said, they had misinter- 
preted President Hoover’s message to 
the fifty-fifth annual convention here.
